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Business Activity for the 4-week period ending January 
19 was down 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and 
was 1 per cent below the corresponding period in 1950. And 
for the year 1951 was 2 per cent below 1950, ‘according to 
the New York Times Business Activity Index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
down 14 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 8 per cent 
from the corresponding period last year, and for the year 
1951 were 5 per cent below 1950. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 5 per cent 
in December from November, 4 per cent from December 
1950, and 15 per cent for the year 1951 as compared with 
1950. 

Life Insurance Sales were up 1 per cent in December 
from November, 9 per cent from December 1950, and for 
the year 1951 were 4 per cent above 1950. 

Agricultural Income was down 14 per cent in December 
from November but was 12 per cent above December 1950, 
and for the year 1951 was 15 per cent above the year 1950. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index was down 2 per cent in December from 
November and was at substantially the same level from 
December 1950. For the year 1951, however, industrial 
production was 10 per cent above 1950. 

Electric Power Production was up 3 per cent in Decem- 
ber from November, 8 per cent from December 1950, and 
for the year 1951 was 13 per cent above 1950. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 11 per cent in De- 
cember from November and was 9 per cent below Decem- 
ber, 1950, but for the year 1951 was 4 per cent above the 
year 1950. 

Steel Production dropped 2 per cent in December from 
November, but was 6 per cent above December 1950, and 
for the year 1951 was 9 per cent above 1950. The steel in- 
dustry operated at 101 per cent of theoretical capacity in 
December. 

Machine Tool Shipments were up 12 per cent in Decem-

Retail Sales of Independent Dealers were up 16 per cent 
in December from November, but were 4 per cent below 
December 1950. For the year 1951, however, retail sales 
were 5 per cent above 1950. 


Dyers and Cleaners Sales were down 9 per cent in De- 
cember from November, but were 8 per cent above De- 
cember 1950, and for the year 1951 were 8 per cent above 
1950. 


New Passenger Car Registrations were down 13 per 
cent in December from November, 41 per cent from De- 
cember 1950 and 18 per cent for the year 1951 as com- 
pared with 1950. New truck registrations in the same 
counties were down 24 per cent in December from No- 
vember, 35 per cent from December 1950, and 15 per cent 
for the year 1951 as compared with 1950. 

Placements by O. E. S. were down 7 per cent in Decem- 
ber from November, 2 per cent from December, 1950 but 


were up 14 per cent for the 12 months of 1951 compared 
with last year.

Manufacturing employment increased 2 per cent 
in December from November, but decreased 5 per 
cent from December 1950. For the year, manufac- 
turing employment was 4 per cent higher in 1951 
than in 1950. December manufacturing pay rolls 
were up 8 per cent from both November 1951 and 
December 1950. An increase of 15 per cent occurred 
in 1951 from 1950. 

December retail sales were 27 per cent greater 
than November sales, but were 7 per cent less than 
December sales a year ago. For the year, 1951 sales 
increased 6 per cent over 1950 sales. In 1951 Bank 
Debits were 32 per cent higher than in 1950. 


CANTON 


December employment in manufacturing indus- 
tries decreased 1 per cent from November employ- 
ment, but increased 4 per cent from December 1950 
employment. An increase of 12 per cent occurred in 
employment in the year 1951 over 1950. Manufac- 
turing pay rolls in December increased 2 per cent 
from November and 5 per cent from December 1950. 
For the year, 1951 pay rolls were 22 per cent higher 
than 1950 pay rolls. 

Retail sales in December were 26 per cent greater 
than in November, but dropped 9 per cent from De- 
cember 1950 sales. Sales for the year were 7 per 
cent higher than in 1950. 

Bank debits increased fractionally in December 
from November. Total bank debits in 1951 were 20 
per cent more than in 1950. 


CINCINNATI 


Both manufacturing employment and pay rolls in 
December were 1 per cent higher than in November. 
Employment decreased 2 per cent, while pay rolls 
increased 1 per cent from December 1950. For em- 
ployment the yearly total was 7 per cent higher in 
1951 than in 1950, and for pay rolls the yearly total 
was 19 per cent higher in 1951 than in 1950. 

Retail sales in December showed an increase of 
17 per cent over last month and were down 1 per 
cent from December last year. Sales for the year 
were 2 per cent above 1950 sales. 

The steel industry operating rate averaged 96 
per cent of capacity, a drop of 8 points from No- 
vember and a drop of 3 points from December 1950. 


CLEVELAND 


Manufacturing employment in December was 1 
per cent higher than in November and 3 per cent 
higher than in December 1950. December manu- 
facturing pay rolls increased 3 per cent and 7 per 
cent from November 1951 and December 1950, re- 
spectively. Comparing 1951 with 1950, employment 
was 12 per cent higher and pay rolls were 26 per 
cent higher. 

Retail sales in December were down from both 
November 1951 and December 1950. For the year 
1951, sales increased 4 per cent over last year. 

Bank debits in December reflected a gain of 10 per 
cent from November and a gain of 8 per cent from 
December 1950. For the year, bank debits were up 
24 per cent from 1950.

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CHANGES IN THE OHIO UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION LAW’ 


Under the critical and watchful eyes of representatives 
of management, labor and government, the Ohio Unem- 
ployment Compensation Law has undergone many re- 
visions and amendments; the most recent ones were put 
into effect the first of this year. The amended law en- 
tails many changes, three of which will be highlighted in 
this discussion: (1) the change in the base period, (2) 
request wage reporting, and (3) reason for separation as 
it affects the duration of the claimant’s benefit period. 


Amended Provision Relating to the Base Period 


One of the principal changes in the law was the change 
in the base period from the first four of the last five com- 
pleted calendar quarters to the last four completed cal- 
endar quarters. This change in the base period resulted 
in the substitution of request wage reporting for the 
former quarterly wage reports. 


Amended Provision Relating to Request Wage Reporting 

Prior to the amended law employers were requested to 
submit reports showing the wages earned and weeks 
worked by each employee during the quarter. Not only 
did this reporting involve a considerable amount of work 
for the employer and for the Bureau but also time con- 
suming and necessitated the lag quarter (fifth calendar 
quarter). Under the amended law this procedure is no 
longer necessary. The employer or employers of a claim- 
ant during his base period merely submit wage and separa- 
tion information upon request of the Bureau which is 
made each time one of his or their former employees files 
an application for benefits. 

This is the way the new request wage reporting works. 
When an unemployed worker files an application for 
benefits, he lists on his application the names and ad- 
dresses of all employers for whom he has worked in the 
base period, the length of time he worked for each, and 
the reason for separation from each job. The local Bu- 
reau of Unemployment Compensation office where this 
application is filed then notifies each of these employers 
that an application for benefits has been filed by one of 
their former employees and a request for specific wage 
and separation information is made. 

The nature of the information requested from the em- 
ployer is such as to check on the validity of the former 
employee’s statements and on the eligibility of the em- 
ployee based on the length of service, amount of earnings, 
and reason for separation. The Bureau uses the informa- 
tion with respect to length of service and wages earned to 
determine whether the employee qualifies by having 
worked in each of 20 weeks and earned at least $240 in 
covered employment during the past base year. Also, the 
employer is asked to check the reason given by the em- 
ployee for leaving his job. Because of the operation of 
the newly introduced “cancellation clause,” which will be 


described below, the reason for separation from the most 
recent job and from all other employment which the 
claimant may have held during his base period are equally 
important when determining the total amount of benefits 
which the claimant can draw. Employers must return the 
requested wage and sepaartion information to the local 
Bureau office within a period of seven days. Failure to 
comply with this request exposes the employer to a fine. 


Amended Provision Relating to Reason for Separation 


Under the amended law the Bureau inquires not only 
into the reason of separation from the claimant’s most 
recent job but from all other employment which he may 
have held during the base period. Various reasons for 
separation during the base period disqualify the claimants 
to the rights of benefits based on such employment. The 
unemployed worker loses his right to benefits based on 
the employment from which he has been discharged for 
just cause in connection with his work or from which he 
quits without just cause. Quitting to accept a job offer 
at which the employee works and earns at least ten times 
his weekly benefit amount is not a disqualifying reason 
for separation. The disqualifications mentioned above ap- 
ply under the amended law not only to his most recent 
employment but to any previous employment he may have 
had during his base period. This amended section of the 
Ohio Unemployment Compensation Law is referred to as 
the “canceilation clause.” Due to this so-called “cancel- 
lation clause,” employment and earnings from which sep- 
aration was for a disqualifying reason cannot be used in 
determining the total amount an unemployed worker can 
receive in benefit payments. The cancelled employment 
and wages, however, can be used to determine whether an 
unemployed person has worked in each of 20 weeks or 
more in covered employment with earnings of at least $240 
in the base period, thereby establishing his benefit rights. 
The reasons for separation given by the employee are 
accepted as correct unless the Bureau is notified by the 
employer to the contrary within a period of seven days. 
The employer should notify the Bureau on the requested 
wage report. If an employee quits his job without just 
cause, or if he were discharged with just cause in con- 
nection with his work, and if the employee did not so 
indicate but reported a qualifying reason for separation, 
the employer, on the requested wage report, has the op- 
portunity to correct the claimant’s statement. If the em- 
ployer does not take advantage of this opportunity, the 
amount of benefits charged to his account may be higher 
than it otherwise would have been, and his unemployment 
compensation tax also may be higher than it otherwise 
would have been.
